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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's request for a corrected filing receipt is noted. Examiner has made a request 
for Applicant. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 2/17/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that neither Beall nor Fleming teach that the sintered body is 
obtained by firing a preformed powder made of at least one of crystallizable glass powder and 
partially-crystallized glass powder. The method of forming a device is not germane to the issue 
of patentability of the device itself. Therefore, this limitation has not been given patentable 
weight. Examiner believes the structure of Beall in view of Fleming meets the limitations as 
claimed. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 2/17/05 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because reference U AL" (19622522) does not include a concise explanation of the 
relevance, as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the 
English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to 
therein has not been considered. All other references have been considered by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-5, 7, and 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
United States Patent Number 6,209,352 to Beall et al., and further in view of United States 
Patent Number 6,258,743 to Fleming et al. 

Beall et al. discloses in the abstract as well as column 5, lines 31-53, a temperature 
compensation member which comprises a body obtained by mixing silicate glass powders to 
tune and obtain an optimal thermal compensating structure. As described, the glass-ceramic has 
different coefficients of expansion exhibiting anisotropy, but fails to explicitly disclose a sintered 
body. 

Fleming et al. discloses a method of reactive sintering that results in substantially 
improved properties including those of negative coefficients of thermal expansion. 

Since Beall et al. and Fleming et al. are both from the same field of endeavor, the purpose 
disclosed by Fleming et al. of reactive sintering would have been recognized in the pertinent art 
of Beall et al. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill at the time the invention was 
made to use the method of reactive sintering in Beall et al. in order to substantially improve 
properties of thermal expansion increasing applications for Bragg gratings. 

As to claims 3 and 5, Beall et al. discloses a beta-eucryptite material having a coefficient 
of thermal expansion within the range as claimed (column 5, line 40). 

As to claim 4, power particle size is within the range as claimed (3-5 micro-meters). 

As to claims 16-17, the apparatus is used in an optical communications device.
